A PLAY A WEEK 


At the request of many Cape Playhouse 
patrons we are describing, briefly, below, 
the schedule followed each week in pre- 
paring the weekly productions at Dennis. 
Should any member of our audience, con- 
nected with any theatre group, desire 
any more detailed information, we should 
be glad to arrange appointments for them 
with the various members of our staff. 

TUESDAY—First rehearsal is called 
for 10:30 a.m. Director Arthur Sircom in- 
dicates to the cast stage positions, busi- 
ness, and outlines briefly what charac- 
terization is required. The rehearsal 
breaks at 1 p.m. for one hour and then 
continues until about 5 p.m. by which 
time the play has been run through once. 
Scenic Designer Fitsch, who has already 
completed his designs for the settings 
consults with his technical assistants re-

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garding building and painting, and, with 
Mr. Sircom, consults with the Property 
Department regarding the decorations 
and furniture required. The Publicity De- 
partment sends stories regarding the 
play and the stars, together with pic- 
tures, to over eighty newspapers 
throughout the country. 

WEDNESDAY—Rehearsal is called for 
10 a.m. at which time Director Sircom 
starts intensive work on each act in turn 
—characterizations and readings of lines 
are studied carefully—and almost the en- 
tire morning is spent on Act. One alone. 
In the scene shop actual construction 
work is started. From the large store on 
hand, doors, windows, fireplaces, etc., are 
selected and altered to fit the design for 
the coming week’s production. The Elec- 
trical Department plans its lighting 
scheme for the play and confers with 
Stage Manager Cook regarding light 
cues and mechanical sound requirements. 
The Publicity Department on Wednes- 
day is running through its addressograph 
machine over 8000 weekly announce- 
ments regarding the next week’s play as 
well as drawing up some thirty or forty 
advertisements for week end newspaper 
advertising.

THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
PROGRAM NOTES 


Cape Playhouse patrons this week are 
bound to notice the unusual and very ef- 
fective lighting which plays such an im- 
portant part in the production of OUR 
TOWN. The absence of scenery in the 
play forces a heavy load onto the light- 
ing of the various sequences, and called 
for intense study by Director Sircom, De- 
signer Fitsch and Head Electrician Hen- 
ry Linck. In order to provide the same 
lighting effects which brought forth 
much praise in the New York production 
of OUR TOWN, it was necessary to send 
to New York for three additional switch- 
boards to supplement the three already 
in use at The Cape Playhouse; while the 
normally used forty lighting units, in- 
cluding every type of modern spotlight,

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THORNTON WILDER 








To win the Pulitzer Prize is of course 
the ambition of every American play- 
wright and the majority of the play- 
wrights who have received this highly 
coveted honor have had several plays 
produced for achieving this goal. Thorn- 
ton Wilder, author of OUR TOWN set 
an enviable mark in the American the- 
atre when this, his first full length play 
to be produced won the Pulitzer Prize in 
1938. Mr. Wilder was born in Madison, 
Wisconsin forty-two years ago and when 
only nine years of age went to live in 
China where his father was Consul Gen- 
eral. His early education was in the far 
east following which he attended schools 
in California and Ohio prior to his grad- 
uation from Yale in 1920. Selecting 
teaching as a profession, Mr. Wilder took 
a Master of Arts degree at Princeton 
after which he taught at Lawrenceville 
School for six years and later at the 
University of Chicago. 

While teaching Mr. Wilder’s career as 
a novelist began with the publication of 
THE CABALA followed shortly by the 
novel which brought him international 
fame—THE BRIDGE OF SAN LUIS 
REY. These two novels were followed 
in turn by WOMAN OF ANDOS and, 
more recently, HHEAVEN’S MY DESTIN- 
ATION. 

From his early days in college. Thorn- 
ton Wilder has always had a keen inter- 
est in the theatre and during his senior 
year at Yale wrote his first play—THE 
TRUMPET SHALL SOUND. This play 
was produced at the American Labora- 
tory Theatre in New York a few years 
later by Richard Boleslavsky. Richard 
Aldrich, Associate Producer of the Cape 
Playhouse acted as business manager for 
the production while Arthur Sircom,

No doubt many of tonight’s audience 
will remember the Cape Playhouse pro- 
duction of Robert Wallsten’s comedy 
MARRIAGE ROYAL during the 1937 
season. Playing the ingenue role in the 
play was a newcomer to Dennis—Mar- 
tha Scott—whose charm and natural tal- 
ent was quickly apparent to the most 
discriminating of Cape Playhouse pa- 
trons. So firmly was Miss Scott’s popu- 
larity established that she was at once 
assigned to other, and more difficult 
roles in TONIGHT AT 8:30, THE 
PETRIFIED FOREST, ACCIDENTAL 
FAMILY, WESTERN UNION, PLEASE, 
and DAMN DEBORAH. At the conclu- 
sion of the season Martha Scott had not 
only proven herself a young actress of 
definite ability, but had also so firmly es- 
tablished herself in the hearts of Cape 
Playhouse audiences that scores of let- 
ters came to Raymond Moore demanding 
her return for the 1938 season. But Fate 
held other plans—and most important 
ones in store for Martha Scott—for 
within a few short weeks of her return 
to Broadway in the fall of 1937 she was 
eagerly sought by Broadway and Holly- 
wood producers alike. Showing unusual 
wisdom for young an actress Miss 
Scott declined to jump at the many 
promised “short cuts” to fame and the

Director for Cape Playnouse productions, 
appeared in an important role in the 
play. During the past few years two 
volumes of Mr. Wilder’s one-act plays 
have been published and he has twice 
appeared as adaptor for Broadway suc- 
cesses. The first of these two plays was 
LUCRECE from the French of Andre 
Obey which starred Katherine Cornell 
while the second was an adaptation of 
Ibsen’s DOLL HOUSE. The latter, starr- 
ing Ruth Gordon, Sam Jeffe, Dennis King 
and Paul Lucas was presented originally 
at the Central City (Colorado Drama Fes- 
tival) by Jed Harris and Richad Aldrich 
and later by Mr. Harris on Broadway. 
Thornton Wilder received his inspiration 
for OUR TOWN while living in New 
Hampshire a few years ago, but not un- 
til the summer of 1937 in Zuric, Switzer- 
land did it reach concrete form. It was 
produced in New York City on February 
4th, 1938. Since its production Mr. Wild- 
er has contributed one more play to the 
theatre—THE MERCHANT OF YONK- 
ERS produced during the past season in 
New York and starring Miss Jane Cowl.

The property department is touring the 
Cape seeking the proper furniture, decor- 
ations, etc., while the publicity depart- 
ment starts the distribution of several 
hundred window cards and booklets an- 
nouncing the forthcoming production. 
FRIDAY—By Friday the cast has be- 
come familiar with both lines and ac- 
tion of the play—and characterizations 
have become sharper. Such hand prop- 
erties as telephones, hats, books, glass- 
es, dishes, etc., are introduced in order 
to familiarize each actor with his stage 
business, and the Director starts to 
work on the timing of the play which 
is probably the most important phase 
yet reached in rehearsal. By now the 
scenery is usually completed and paint- 
ing is rapidly added. 
SATURDAY—Saturday’s rehearsal is 
a long and intensive drill on positions, 
lines, business and timing, and by late 
afternoon the cast is ready for the 
necessary “polishing” and perfection cf 
timing which must be done on the ac-

are lights, etc., had to be increased to 
seventy-five. Over eighty light cues are 
contained in the script of the play and 
necessitates five men constantly at the 
six operating switchboards. Mr. Linck 
spent Over three weeks planning the 
technical operation of the lighting effects 
and another three days were consumed 
hanging the giant lights into place. At 
various times more than 50,000 watts of 
lighting are in use at one time, which 
called for radicai changes in the normal 
operating load. Almost a mile of elec- 
tric cable is employed in handling the 
various units, each one of which is at- 
tached to at least one “dimmer” board 
so that every required intensity can be 
easily reached within a split second. .

tual set itself the following day. In this 
scene shop the set, or sets, are assem- 
bled—now all painted—and with the 
Director and cther heads of departments 
present a thorough check is made on all 
details of the production. The publicity 
department is busy with the program 
for the following week and the business 
department swings inte action with the 
checking of expenses and preparation of 
payrolls, etc. Late Saturday night, af- 
ter the play which has been running at 
The Playhouse is over, the stage crew 
and technical staff remove the scenery ° 
which has served its purpose and by 
one a.m., the scenery for the following 
week is moved in and ready for early 
morning assembling. 

SUNDAY—After a morning of in- 
tense work assembling the scenery, 
lighting equipment, properties and cos- 
tumes, the theatre is turned over to 
Director Sircom and his company about 
noontime. Then follows an afternoon 
of rehearsal on the sst for the first time. 
Actors must become accustomed to the 
furniture, exits and ecntrances——and of- 
ten scenes must be slightly re-timed to 
allow for the size of the set. By five 
in the afternoon the company is dis- 
missed and the property department 
completes their work while the lighting 
experts arrange the focusing of the 
many spots and floodlights in accord- 
ance with the Director’s wishes. Sun- 
day evening is occupied by the first 
dress rehearsal—when with costumes 
and makeup the company for the first 
time reaches performance speed and 
tension. There are occasional stops for 
corrections and between the acts the 
publicity department takes the stage to 
photograph the most interesting and 
typical scenes in the play for distribu- 
tion through the Cape early the next 
morning. 

MONDAY—The final touches are put 
on the set and furnishings in the morn- 
ing and at 2 p.m., the second and final 
dress rehearsal starts. This rehearsal is, 
in reality, a performance, as no stops 
are made and the acts are carefully 
timed, as are any shifts of scenery or 
lights. By five the theatre is turned 
over to the house staff who are busy

These delightfully situations build to a 
hectic climax and make “Bachelor 
Mother” one of the season’s richest ro- 
mantic comedy entertainments.
